In checking to see whether it was even physically possible for LBJ to have phoned 
Crenshaw, as he says I first checked the Varr * jji ^ eport, to be certain of times. It says ^ 
that Dallas time Ruby shot Oswald at 11:20 and that Oswald wu£ pronounced dead at 1 :07. 

I then checked the Parkland apcrative records (pp, 636-7, Exhibit 392) and as I was 
certain, Crenshaw was so minor a figure bn the~IB5iHx Oswald surgery he is not even men- 
tioned as participating i (There may be some loinor reference in testimony I tidnk it is not 
now necessary to chdck.J Shires was the surgeon in charge, assisted by Perry, HcClelland 
and $o n Jones. The description of the operation mentions. in addition Jenkins and the con^ 
eluding line, with what it refers to possibly ambiguous, says that "assistance wus obtained 
from tile cardiologist, Dr. Pouad Bashour r " Or, Crenshaw is not even mentioned as partiei- 
patingl ih ^ 



Now for the LBJ library records! I think they make Crenshaw's claim that LBJ phoned 
him more t*ian without confirmation - impossible! 

Ruby shot Oswald at 12:20 p.m* IX) time, when Johnson was still at church, which he 
left at 12:26, whence he was driven to the White House to join the Kennedy family* They 
left at 1 :U0 for the funeral procession and arrived at the ^apitol steps at 1:46. LBJ and 
a Colonial Jackson departed at 2:19, arriving at the LOB at 2:25. Or, this "ActuYity of 
Section" report of 1t/24/63 prepared by 34 Stout seems to keep LBJ completely occupied 
and away from an2^ phone for the period prior to Qsuald'a shooting and however long after 
2:25 it took him to get from his lirno to his HOB office, the first time he could have 
sp used a phone to call Crenshaw, '^his is confirmed in slightly longer detail in the typed 
sheet headed "Sunday, Novenber 24, 1963,“ with th* first entry 10:09, the IlctJone briefing- 
The handwritten "Telephone Memorandum pad for 1l/24, 654,3502 at the bo ttom, lists no 
such call, also true cf the t:/ped-sideways account of LBJ's day, first entry 6 :30a. On this 
sheet the time he got to BOB is unclear. seems to be 2:43 and I take it this moans to 
his office there, Tha^a more than a halJ? hour after LIIO was pronounced dead and on this 
additional basis says that ^renshaw is a liar in reporting that iJ3J phoned him and told 
him he needed Oswald's confession. {&*** JUii ^ 

I found other value in these records, in the handwritten £ind typed phone logs^MK 
Uej know from the EBI record I gafc/e you with the Katzenbaeh nemo, typed and liand- 
written, tliat as soon as it was knowrttliat Oswald was dead and thus would not be tried

reported by ^ourtney Evans. Now the second of the typed pages lists an 8:50p call to JU BJ 
from Bill foyers, after which, at 6:55 LBJ phoned Hoover and at 8:57 he phoned Kat- 
jsenbach. Ho then had no phone conversations until 10:10 p. There is a sideways handwritten 
"Activity 11 £&&&& that time# the l^atssenbach call at y:QQp, , but the handwritten phone log 
if identical with the typed version* 



“bile there are many other topics tliat could account for this sequence of phone calls 

what cannot be avoided is the possibility if not the probability that Moyers had heard 

from katsmbach about the memo to him Kat^enbach-had written but could not then get typed 

and delivered, or did not vuuit to becuse delivering it might be an intrusion, that Moyers 

theijbrief LBJ, and that LEJ immediately phoned Hoover and iCatzenbahl^bout it.
